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apply  on  all  lines.  (See  your  Agent  early.  Buy  a  return  ticket.)  Goodrich 
Transit  Boats  -  Chicago  to  Muskegon  —  Pere  Marquette  (not  railroad)  Steamers 
from  Milwaukee  to  Ludington.  Low  boat  rates  of  $4.50  are  available  to  FOUNDER 
campers  from  Chicago  to  Muskegon.
